"Back  it  up  with  a  steady  beat,  Mars  Hill  College  just  can't  be  beat." 
The  deafening  noise  of  the  Cheerleaders  and  fans  as  they  "whooped  it  up" 
may  soon  have  faded  into  nothingness,  but  the  spirit  of  the  yell  was  to 
echo  and  reecho  even  stronger  and  the  Saturdays  passed  bv.  Before  the 
rugged  Lions  sent  their  grass-stained  uniforms  to  the  laundry  for  the  final 
cleaning  and  hung  up  their  battered  pads  and  mud-clad  shoes  until  an- 
other season,  they  had  proved  that  they  "just  can't  be  beat." 

An  8-2  record,  seven  straight  victories,  W.C.J.C.  Championship,  a  100 
yard  run,  4  straight  pass  completions,  spectacular  punts,  magnificent 
catches,  an  inpenetrable  line,  perfect  blocking — this  was  the  1952  edition 
of  the  Lions  in  a  nut  shell. 

"Practice  makes  Perfect" — As  the  Lions  believed  football  no  exception, 
Coaches  Don  J.  Henderson  and  Bob  Edwards  applied  this  rule  as  eleven 
veterans  and  twenty-one  CI's  answered  the  first  call  to  practice  on  Sep- 
tember 3 — the  result,  of  course,  a  near  perfect  team. 

As  could  be  expected,  the  team  made  a  few  mistakes  at  first,  but  after 
their  brilliant  coaches  knocked  off  the  rough  edges  in  practice,  they  were 
not  to  be  stopped. 

The  Lions  were  tamed  in  their  first  outing  by  a  stubborn  Edwards  INlili- 
tary  Institute  in  a  l-i-7  afi'air.  Coiuier  scored  the  T.D.  while  Elkin  added 
the  extra  point. 

The  Lions  tasted  victory  in  their  second  game  at  the  exjiense  of  North- 
Greenville  on  September  20  by  a  14-12  margin.  "Red"  DeBruhl  scored 
both  marks  behind  excellent  support   from  the  team. 

While  the  season  was  yet  green,  the  Lions  suffered  their  second  and 
final  defeat  at  the  hands  of  the  Lees-McRae  Bobcats  by  a  6-0  score.

The  Lions  toiik  tlic  "big  one"  and  began  tiieir  endless  romp  on  the 
victory  path  as  tiiey  wliipped  highly  taunted  Asheville-Biltniore  7-0.  The 
lone  score  came  on  a  Lonnie  Conner  ])ass  to  Joe  Uyrd  who  latcralcd  to 
Dee  Cross  for  the  winning  score. 

The  Chowan  Braves  visited  the  camjnis  on  Oct.  -i,  to  lieconie  the  next 
victim  of  the  rearing  Lions  as  Tweed  and  Cross  combined  their  winning 
power  in  a  7-0  victory-  The  fans  obtained  the  biggest  thrill  of  the  year 
on  October  28  as  INLirs  Hill  eeked  past  Gardner-Webb  l-t-lii.  Lonnie 
Conner  gave  a  great  passing  exhibition  as  he  completed  four  straight 
])asses,  the  first  three  in  a  T.D.  march  and  the  fourth  pass  for  the  extra 
point.  The  Lions  lost  their  lead,  but  Conner  again  waxed  hot  as  he  acrialcd 
to  Byrd  on  the  two  and  then  liolted  over  foi-  the  T.D.  DeBruhl  added 
the  game-winning  extra  point. 

On  Nov.  1,  Conner  again  stole  the  show  as  he  scrambled  100  yards  for 
a  T.D.  on  the  opening  kickoff.  Cross,  Tweed,  and  Powell  clinched  the 
game  by  a  second  quarter  scoring  march  with  Tweed  collecting  the  six- 
pointer.    DeBruhl  added  his  second  jioint-after  of  the  night. 

The  higli-riding  Lions  made  its  five  straight  victories  with  Conner  car- 
rying the  "mail"  in  downing  Chowan  7-6. 

Asheville-Biltniore  became  the  sixth  straight  victim  by  virtue  of  a 
li-0  licking  from  tlie  IJons.  Cross  scored  both  T.D.'s  on  a  pass  and  a 
L5  yard  jaunt. 

The  Lions  closed  the  season  in  their  winning  way  by  dubljing  Xorth- 
(ireenville  20-7  to  take  the  WCJCAC  crown  in  the  final  and  homecoming 
tilt. 

The  '52  Lions'  backfield  was  great,  but  the  forward  wall  was  ]jrobably 
even  greater.  The  opponents  were  held  scoreless  on  four  occasions  and 
averaged  less  than  five  points  per  game  as  the  fighting  linemen  up  front 
dis])layed  their  great  power.

Approximately  2,500  people,  including  400  returning 
aknnni  watched  the  ^lars  Hill  Lions  clinch  the  WCJC 
Football  Crown  by  defeating  North-Greenville  20-7  in 
a  hard  fought  duel  hei'e  Thanksgiving  Day. 

MHC  struck  pay  dirt  early  in  the  game  when  Gene 
Tweed  sprinted  to  the  North-Greenville  one-yard  line  and 
Allan  Terrell  j-ecovered  a  Black  Widow  fumble  on  the 
next  play.  ^lorgan  Klkins  drove  off  tackle  for  the  touch- 
down and  Ray  DeBruhl  crashed  for  the  extra  point  giving 
Mars  Hill  a  7-0  advantage. 

The  Mountain  Lions  tallied  on  a  62  yard  drive  late 
in  the  second  period.  Consecutive  gains  by  Cross,  Powell, 
and  DeBruhl  were  followed  by  Tweed's  aerial  to  Douglas, 
which  carried  to  the  one-yard  line.  Tweed  jjlu'igcd  over 
for  Mars  Hill's  second  TD. 

Tweed,  who  replaced  the  injured  Ijonnie  Conner  at 
quarterback  for  the  last  game  of  the  season,  then  threw 
to  Byrd  for  the  extra  point. 

The  Hred-u])  ]\Lirs  Hill  eleven  reached  ])ay  dirt  again 
early  in  the  third  period  when  Cross  recovered  a  fumble 
on  the  Black  Widows  13.  Cross'  six-yard  run  and  j)enalty 
placed   the   ball   over  the   one-yard   line   where   DeBruhl 


ploughed  over.  The  try  for  the  extra  point  was  no  good. 
It  was  the  first  time  of  the  season  that  ]\IHC'  had  failed 
to  score  the  point-after. 

North-Greenville  pushed  across  their  lone  touchdown 
late  in  tlie  third  quarter.  A  Mars  Hill  punt  was  returned 
to  the  Black  Widow  45.  A  series  of  running  plays  with 
Inman  carrying  the  pigskin  drove  to  the  two-yard  line. 
Inman  smashed  across  the  line  into  the  end  zone  and 
Wilson's  kick  for  the  extra  point  split  the  upright,  mak- 
ing the  score  20-7  in  favor  of  the  Mars  Hill  team. 

It  was  the  eighth  win  for  Coach  Don  Henderson's 
Mountain  Lions,  who  are  WCJC  Champions  and  who 
have  staked  claim  to  the  State  Junior  College  title,  hav- 
ing defeated  Gardner-Webb,  eastern  division  champions, 
14-13  earlier  in  the  season.  The  ]\Iars  Hill  Marching 
Band,  aided  by  the  high  stepjjing  Majorettes,  performed 
magnificently  for  the  homecoming  crowd.  However,  the 
highlight  of  the  festivities  was  the  crowning  of  Roberta 
McBride  as  football  queen  and  Barbara  Barr  as  home- 
coming queen.  Miss  McBride  was  crowned  by  Joe  Byrd, 
captain  of  the  football  team,  and  Miss  Barr  was  crowned 
by  President  Blackwell.

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PRESIDENT'S  ADDRESS 

The  Laurel  is  an  eloquent  reminder  of  the 
part  the  students  plaj-  in  tlie  life  of  Alars  Hill 
College.  :My  colleagues  and  I  are  fortunate  in 
our  opportunities  to  work  with  students  who  are 
happy  in  the  cnvii-onnient  of  a  campus  where 
"plain  living  and   high   thinking"   are   practiced. 

Living  is  a  thrilling  hut  dangerous  adventure. 
Constructing  a  beautiful  and  useful  life  that  will 
stand  the  stress  and  strain  of  modern  living  is 
a  more  difficult  matter  than  that  of  building  a 
material  structure.  Life  is  a  continuous  process 
of  becoming  rather  than  a  static  state  of  being. 
A   life   of   rich   and    varied    experiences   does   not 


come  in  a  package  with  the  bad  and  undesiraljle 
eliminated.  There  is  a  certain  amount  of  sorting 
and  choosing  to  be  done.  Each  one  must  do  that 
for  himself. 

The  standai'd  of  living  set  by  the  projjhet 
]Micah  "to  do  justlv,  and  to  live  mercv,  and  to 
walk  humbly  with  God"  is  a  challenge  to  Chris- 
tians todav.  This  standard  is  a  tributary  flowing 
into  the  ideal  set  forth  bv  Jesus  in  the  statement, 
"Be  ye  therefore  perfect,  even  as  vour  Father  in 
heaven  is  perfect."
